SET AT PARIS MEETING FEB. 9

PARIS, Feb. 7.—(fl—Reparations, 
that terrible 
after-the-war 
ques- 


tion, is about to be reopened. 


The committee 
of experts will 


meet here February 9 to reexamine 
Germany's capacity to pay, to de- 
termine the amount and number of 
annuiti--;. 
This problem kept western Eu- 


rope in anxious_uncertainty for five 
years after the treaty of peace. Ger- 
man national finance fell into ruin, 
and the government went bankrupt. 
France, believing that Germany was 
an international defaulter, invaded 
the Ruhr in 1922 with three army 
corps, seized >the heart 
of Ger- 


many's industrial region and held 
it two years. The economic life of 
all Europe was delayed. 
It was only 
in 
1924 that 
the 


Dawes committee 
made a provi- 


sional settlement, to run for five 
years, ending August 31 of this 
year. The payments were fixed at 
- ,000,000,000 gold 
marks for 
the 
l.-st year, 1,220.000.000 for the sec- 
ond, 
"1,500.000,000 for 
the 
third. 


1750,000,000 for 
the 
foutrh, 
and 


2,500.000,000 for the fifth—that is, 
the current year. 


The plan provided for an increase 


from the end of the present annu- 
ity year, dependent on the index of 
prosperity. A committee was to be 
set up by the governments con- 
cerned, which would take into ac- 
count the various elements of na- 
tional prosperity and 
base upon 
those an equitable increase beyond 
the 2,500,000,000 gold marks of the 
fifth year. 


Instead of setting up this com- 


mittee, the allied creditor govern- 
ments, in agreement with Germany, 
decided upon the re-study of the 
question by a committee of experts. 
This was a suggestion of S. Parker 
Gilbert, the agent general of repa- 
rations. It was an idea extremely 
satisfactory to all the governments 
concerned. 
Germany, instead of having a 


committee on prosperity changing 
the annuity from year to year for 
an 
indefinite period 
because 
no 


term of years is mentioned in the 
Dawes plan, wants to know pre- 
cisely where she stands. 


She desires to rid her economic 


life of the foreign supervision .set 
up by the Dawes plan. That is to 
say, the agent general, who keeps 
an authoritative eye ui>on German 
national expenditures; the control 
of her railways, which have foreign 
representatives constantly observ- 
ing and taking part in the manage- 
ment; of the transfer committee 
on the movement of exchange and 
the partial direction of the Reichs- 
bank, as a consequence of the in- 
ternational loan made when it was 
reorganized in 192-1. 


All these questions are of real 


importance to Germany, but above 
them all is the question of the evac- 
uation of the Rhineland by allied 
troops. 


France, Great Britain, Italy. Bel- 


gium and the lesser beneficiaries 
under reparations, such as Jugo- 
slavia, Rumania, Japan, Portugal, 
Greece and Poland, all want 
to 


know also where they are, how 
much can 
they expect in future 


payments and for how long. 
Each country has its own finan- 


cial problem, its internal and for- 
eign debts. It is out of these iden- 
tical conceptions of interest that 
all the countries having to do with 
reparations, 
even 
including 
the 


United States, which 
has a two 


and 
a 
half 
per cent interest in 


them, want a final settlement. 


The political situation is regard- 


ed as particularly favorable now. 
Poincare i.s firmly established 
in 


power in France. Tho British gov- 
ernment would be glad to have the 
question out of the way before the 
general elections in the late spring 
or 
early summer. The 
German 


government is in a fairly good po- 
sition with tho relchstag.

ment, one part dealing with con- 
conciliation between

state and the other part, composed 
of three sections containing acon- 
cordat regulating the future rela- 
tions between the Holy See and 
the Italian kingdom.

can where extraterritoriality • was 
insured by a law of 1871 Cardinal 
Gasparri, papal secretary of state, 
will sign for the Pope, and Pre- 
mier Mussolini for King Emanuel. 


Their signatures will end an es- 


trangement between Vatican and 
Italian state which began in 1870 
with the investing of Rome by the 
troops of King Victor Emmanuel 
I of Italy and subsequent self-im- 
posed imprisonment of the Pope at 
the Vatican. 


While there is to be a small id- 


dition to the Vatican grounds—the 
Pope having refused the Villa Do- 
ria enlargement offered him—the 
Pope is to be ruler supreme within 
its confines. 
He is to have the powei*of coin- 


ing money, isuing of 
bank-notes, 
postage stamps, and other preroga- 
tives of a sovereign state. He will 
have his own railway station, tele- 
graph and telephone post, wireless 
station and aviation field. His do- 
main is to be known as the "VatU 
can City" Or the "Vatican State." 
Huge Monetary Indemnity. 


A monetary Indemity of two bll- 


lionllon lire (about S105,000,000> of 
which one billion lire Is payable In 
cash or Italian government bonds 
immediately Is allowed. 
It is in the concession of the Ital- 


ian state, binding itself to secure 
enforcement of the Roman Catho- 
lic canon law throughout Italy, that 
many see the greatest victory for 
the church. 
The canon law con- 
tains 2414 canons, or rules, regulat- 
ing faith, morals, conduct and dis- 
cipline of church members. 
Italy's agreement to secure its 


enforcement throughout the coun- 
try is an entirely new experiment 
in any modern country; and Is one 
for which the Holy See has fought 
to obtain from various Italian gov- 
ernments for more than a thousand 
years. 
During the whole period 


of the temporal power—1,116 years 
—the Italian government resisted 
the move, and received reinforce- 
ments from

(AP)—Clinton S. Games, 
former treasurer of South- 
ern Baptist Home Board, 
whose 
disappearance late 


last summer led to the dis- 
covery of an alleged short- 
age of nearly a million dol- 
lars In his accounts and his subse- 
quent arrest in Canada, pleaded 
guilty In superior court here today 
to embezzlement and was sentenc- 
ed to from five to seven years im- 
prisonment. 
Games' plea was to one indict- 
ment charging theft of $80,000. He 
was sentenced immediately. 


Solicitor General John A. Boy- 
kin told the court he had decided 
to accept the recommendation 
of 


the Baptist home mission 
board 
that Games be permitted to plead 
guilty. He agreed to this, he said, 
only on the condition that the nine- 
teen other indictments against him 
be attached in the form of mem- 
oranda. If he attempts to seek a 
pardon before the minimum sen- 
tence is served, prosecution will be 
started on the other bills, Boykln 
said, but if he does not they will 
be nolle pressed. 
Agrees to Guilty Plea. 


Arthur G. Powell and Rev. L. R. 


Christie, who represented the home 
mission board, had agreed to the 
plea of guilty. Powell in address- 
ing the court said Games deeded 
everything he had to the board. 
This deed he said would take care 
of further shortage that might be 
discovered by auditors. 
In passing sentence, Judge Vlrlyn 


B. Moore said that in his opinion 
Games was "getting off light, per- 
haps lighter than he deserves." 
The appearance of the former 


layman and prominent Atlanta bus- 
iness man in court was unherald- 
ed. He was ushered in by deputy 
sheriffs, accompanied by his son, 
Robert, and remained seated silent- 
ly throughout 
the 
proceedings 


without a- change of expression. He 
refused to make any comment. 
, 
Whether he will be sent to the 
state prison farm at Middlegeville 
or sentenced to a county chain 
gang will be decided by the State 
Prison commission. 
Games had been in held in the 


county jail here in default of bond 
since his arrest in Winnepeg, Man- 
itoba, last September. 


Age Is Considered 


Powell said that the Home llic- 


sion Board took into consideration 
the fact that Games is now 55 yeau 
old and felt that to keep him in 
prison beyond the age of 60 would 
be "unnecessary persecution." 


While the total alleged shortage 


( of the former treasurer was esti- 
mated at 
nearly $1,000,000, the 


twenty indictments 
against him 


covered $529,205.74. 
Games, who had been employed 


by the boJrd since 1918, being pro- 
moted from bookkeeper to treas- 
urer in 1919, disappeared from At- 
lanta last August. Church officials, 
fearing he had met with an acci- 
dent, broadcast the news that he 
was missing. 


The "publicity brought forth the 
fa^t that he had served prison 
terms in Missouri and 
Alabama 


and the subsequent discovery of his 
shortage.

Maria Christina ruled Spain as 
regent from 1880 until 1902, when 
her son, Alfonso, \vhn was born 
six months after the death of his 
father, Alfonso XII, in 1885. lie- 
came old enough to assume the 
throne. 


The period of her rule was one 


of the most critical in Spanish his- 
tory, and In it the country was be- 
reft of almost all it had left of its 
once far reaching colonial passcs- 
Kions. The colonial dissensions led 
also to the war with the United 
States. 
She was a.n Austrian bv birth, the 


daughter of the Archduke Charles 
Ferdinand of that country and the 
Archduchess Elizabeth Francisca 
Maria. In her early years she led 
a secluded life in a convent and 
finally became abbess of a convent 
fcir noble women. 
She met King Alfonso when he 


visited Austria after the death of 
his first wife, Queen Mercedes of 
Bourbon, and married him shortly 
afterward, 
abandoning her inten- 


tion of becoming a nun. 


Comes From Seclusion 


A series of political events in her 
bwn country, Austria, which threw 
certain responsibilities and inter- 


• national duties upon her, caused 
Marie 
Christina, queen dowager 


of Spain, to come out of a life of 
seclusion upon which she entered 
and eventually resulted in her mar- 
riage to King Alfonso XII of Spain. 
During her early youth she was a 
recluse in a convent of noble wo- 
men in Austria of which she be- 
"came abbess. It was her intention, 
it -was said, to take the full vows 
of a nun, when international and 
political cwents 
intervened' 
and 
made it 
incumbent 
upon her to 
leave the convent. She met 
King 


Alfonso while he was on a trip to 
Austria after the death of his first 
Queen, Mercedes of Bourbon, who 
died without issue, and they were 
inarrled November 29, 1879. 
Tho married 
life 
of the royal 
couple continued for only six years, 


, being terminated by the death of 
King Alfonso XII, November 25. 
1885. The young queen was con- 
fronted by a serious situation be- 
cause of dissensions in Spain and 
'itrouble in the dependencies, then 
• located In the Atlantic and Pacific. 
.-Still more serious, however, in the 
.eyes of the Spanish people, was .the 
fact .that there was no male heir to 
" ^jhe throne. This apprehension was 


removed with the birth of the pres- 


f e n t ruler. King Alfonso XIII, on 
| May 17. 1886, six months after the 
; death of hi.n father. 


Assumed Regency III 188.1. 


L'pon the dentil of her husband, 


Maria Christina assumed the re- 
yency of Spuin. and ruled the coun- 
try until May. 1902, when her son 
reached the legal age at which he 
could bo entrusted with the rule of 
the monarchy and ascended the 
throne. 
During the 
regency the 


riu.'cn was aided Anthony Cano- 
vas del Castillo and Praxedcs MH- 
tpn Sapasta, conservative and lib- 
eial prime ministers, respectively. 
The l(i years of the regency was 
marked by almost continual intern 
al troubles in Kpain and disturb- 
jances and revolutions in the eolon- 
! ial possessions.

At the time of the death of King 


Alfonso XII, Spain was recovering 
from H serious tilt witti Germany 
over the possession of the Caro- 
line Islands in the Pacific. One of 
the islands had been seized by Ger- 
many, the act leading to rioting in 
Madrid, during which the German 
embassy was damaged. The king 
had entrusted the controversy to 
diplomacy and the Pope decided in 
favor of Spain. 


The most serious blow during the 
regency of Queen Maria Christina 
to the once powerful Spanish em- 
pire was the war between Spain 
and the United States, which re- 
sulted in the loss to Spain of the 
last of its important colonial pos- 
sessions 
and 
terminated Spanish 


rule in the 
new . world.

Fred Upchurch then introduced 
udge A. M. Frazier of Hillsboro aa 
he principal speaker of the day. 
fudge Frazier took for his subject 
he junior college and its cost to 
all parties concerned, 
advocating 
he establishment of more colleges 
as educational and economic neces 
ities. He declared that the time 
has" come for these institutions, and 
hey are as essential to 
modern 
civilization -as air 
transportation 


and communication. 
Professional 
educators 
have 


itudied the question 
thoroughly 
rom a number of theoretical 
an- 


gles, including tho proper faculty 
md curricular requirements, and 
he propar scope, but they cannot 
itudy or determine the economic 
acts In connection with, the col- 
eges, Judge Frazier assorted. 
He 


expressed regret that tho Icgisla- 
ure had passed a law making the 
county a unit and requiring a tax- 
able valuation of twenty-five mil- 
ions. 
Taking up the feasibility of the 
junior colleges, the judge declared 
hat if the colleges did not prove to 
>e economical losses or burdens 
upon the etate, the public or exist- 
ng school systems, thny should bo 
considered. 
And furthermore, if 
.hey should prove, capable of enab 
ing a savings they should be con- 
sidered. 
He asserted that 
plans 


lad been worked out by which the 
state was able to make a large-sav- 
ng in the cost of higher education, 
particularly in the first two years 
of college work. 
Taking the college at 
Hillsboro 
as an example, he sad that college 
was one of the three outstanding 
lunior organizations In tho United 
3tat.es and drew numerous educa- 
tors from all parts of the nation to 
study its organization and results. 
The cost per cunita per year for 
a student In a hleher Institution to 
the state was $312.50, according to 
the judge, who stated that the fig- 
ures were based on the annual ap- 
propriations made by the legisla- 
ture. 
This figure represents the 
cost of permanent 
facilities 
and 
faculty. 


Not every student is qualified to 
attend a higher institution, 
the 
speaker asserted, pointing to the 
fact that, only about 28 per cent of 
those entering university complet- 
ed their career. 
Taking 
up the 
cost of the junior college, he point- 
ed out that the legislature had set 
a cost of $312.50 for a year in uni- 
versity, and $45 a. year per capita 
In high school. He also stated that 
If the junior colleges were not es- 
tablished that about 51 per cent of 
the students would be in university 
at the increased cost. 


Among the social benefits of the 
lunior college, were 
enumerated 
tho fact that two students would 
receive their education in the junior 
college where only one would go to 
a university; in addition the. young 
graduates of high school would be 
able to remain at home for an ad- 
ditional two years 
and become 
more mature before they entered 
the higher institutions. 


Outlining the plan of operation 


now in use in Hillsboro. he pointed 
out that the superintendent of the 
public schools was also the presi- 
dent of the college, enabling 
a 
large saving, and that the princi- 
pal of the high school was the dean 
of the college, enabling a still fur- 
ther saving. He estimated the cost 
of the junior college at about $150 
per year, about equally divided be- 
tween the state and the parents. 
It was announced 
that 
next 
week's program would have a Val- 
entine motif, and that the, program 
committee would be composed of 
John Sibley, D. C. Ring and J. R. 
O'Neal.

$200" for collecting the stake. Rich- 
ards, he said, suggested that he use 
the name Clyde R. Vest and had 
him practice writing It. 


At Richards Dictation, Crabb said 


he wrote a telegram to Richards, 
signed with Ramsey's name, noti- 
fying Richards that Clyde R. Vest 
would collect the money and that 
Vest would have a letter of author- 
ity.Richards himself then wrote, a 
telegram to Mathews, the witness 
said, signing Ramsey's name. The 
gist of the telegram was th;it Vest 
was to collect tho $2,000 upon pre- 
sentation of a letter of authority. 


The witness testified that he took 


these telegrams, with the letter of 
authority which he said Richards 
gave him, to Waco and sent tho 
telegrams from that city. 


Borrowed Notary Seal. 


Crabb said he borrowed a notary's 


seal in Waco nnd stamped the let- 
ter of authority. He then returned 
to Dallas he testified 
where he 


collected the money after Richards 
had provided him with an Odd Fel- 
lows card and a Klan card. After 
some discussion at the 
bank, he 


continued, 
in 
which 
Richards 


vouched for him as Clyde R. Vest, 
ho signed the checks, Richards en- 
dorsed them, and Mathews signed 
them.
